General 

# Government in their letter R. O. C. No. 553 of 31/E dated 
the 17th Jmie 1932 sanctioned me privilege leave for six inontlis 
the 18th October 193 2/ 2nd Tulam 1108 for A rdneo logical 
study and training with the ArcUa'ological Survey of the Govern- 
ment of India, “the excess over the leave I am eligible for at the 
time 1 avail of it being treated as advance privilege leave as a special 
case”, Government were also pleased to sanction the twenty days 
required for my journey to the place of training and back as on 
dnty. 

During the period of my leave on training, the Department 
was placed under the administrative control of the Director of Public 
Instruction, (ui'dls G, 0. R. 0* C, No. 553/3 1/E of 25th August 
1932 ). I handed over charge of the Department to Mr, E. G, Mc- 
Alpine, the Director of Public Inetruction on the 6th October 1932/ 
2l3t Kanni 1 108, and proceeded under Government orders to re* 
port myself to the Archaeological Superintendent, Indian Museum, 
Calcuttii, 


I was therefore away for nearly six mcjiiths and twenty tlays, 
familiarising myself with the different asj)ects of archieologicfJ 
work done in British India, such as conservation! excavation, mu- 
seum work, epigraphy, ancient art and architecture, treatment of 
antiquities, &c. A comprehensive programme of work and exten* 
sive tours were designed forme by the Director General of Aren- 
Indiii. The knowledge and the experience 1 gained as a 
result of my stLidy and tours, are calculated to improve the scopte 
and quality of archa.‘ological work in Truvancore.

April 1 033, and resiimt'd duty takiiiy; cimrge of the Ilopartnicnt from 
the TJire(jtor of Pnblle InstruetioM I he same day. Government wore 
since pleased to recognise that tlie period of my leave was used in the 
interest of the ??tate when on training with the Archaeological survey 
of the Government of India: and they ordered the period of iny 
training being treated as on deputation with full pay and deputation 
allowance together wdtli travelling allowiiuce admissible under the 
rules for my journey to the different sites and places of imdiaeoUv 
gical and historical interest (vide G. t). D. Dis. No. 686 of .33/Edn., 
dated 2(Jth July 1933). I may be permitted to express in this 
connection my deep sen.se of gratitude to Government for this great 
and sympathetic consideration. 

(ii) Towards rhe end of the year, Mr. K. Sivaramakrishna 
Sastri the Pandit As-sistant of the Department proceeded on four 
months privilege leave and nine tnonths furlough with permission 
to accept foreign appoiiitineni, to work as Research Assi.stant under 
the University Professor of Indian History and Archiuoiogy. 
Madras, for the classilic.ation of the Mackenzie Manuscripts, Mr’. 
Sastri was relieved of his duties on the. forenoon of tite 9th Mithu- 
nani 1108: and the place 'was not tilled u]> till the end of the official 
yoar. 

(iii.y Mr. 1). Srinivasaii Potti, the Photograj her of the office 
availed himself of privilege leave for sixteen days from the 16th 
Mcdaiii 1108; and Mr. Danjodaraii Nambiar was appointed to act 
for him. 

(ivl On my request, Government were pleased to sanction a 
new post of Arl.ist Dranghtsman for the; Department, for a period 
of one year (vide G. 0. D. Dis, No. 1066/32 Edn. dated 19-9-1932). 
Mr. V. Padmanabha Pillai was appointed to it; and he took charge 
on the 5th Kauni 1108. 

Tours. 

Ill the beginning of the year, Government directed me to ac- 
company Dr. Arnold Bake of the Kern Institute, Leyden during 
bis tours in the State, and place my servict^s at his disposal helpiim 
him in his researches on Folk Music. 

After finishing his wmrk, Dr. Bake in his .'etter dated 30-1 U 
1932 wrote to express his 'Very deep gratitude for the great hos- 
pitality and help rendered to him in his work”, and .‘idmitted that 
the assistimee given him by me was invaluable 
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After return iroin Xonh Indin, I visited Kitnnr;ur to study 
the architectura! leatures oC the theatre linll (KCituunbalani^ of the 
temple, and to examine some old and impart:uit liistorical records 
reported to be avuilaiile with tlio Ntiitilnidii'iii there. Later, 1 in- 
spected the Kilakkcmatham palace at :\Iavf-hkkara in company whh 
the local Maraniat Circle Officer to advise him 'on the preservation 
o£ tliat building and to ascertain its lilstoriivd iinporlance. I also 
conducted a joint-inspe^ction of the Chohipurain temple with the 
Mara mat Cu’ele Officer, and suggested to IiItu the lines to be followed 
in its renovation On 'the request: of the Devaswam Assistaiit Com- 
missiouer, Suchliidrata, a local iiispt*c‘!ion ot the Ivmple at Alar 
had to be made; and a re])crt ou its restoration was subiiiittncl to 
Government, 

The annual inspection of the old lorts of Pallipport, KOt.uippu 
ram Udayagiri, T’adinanabuapnrani, and Vatlakoua formed also 
part of the year's work. The other places visited in the year 
Oimkkili', "Tinimaradi, rarthivapuram nm\ Kotakuknfiara. My 
object in visiting theta was ta collect anti'juitics, and to exploie the 
scope of arcliaeologicul work iu each of them, kxecllent sj^echuens 
of wood sculpture were discovered at Qiiakkfir and T ininauadij and 
the study of their ancient characteristics of workmanship also re- 
ceived my attention. 

I spent on the whole days in camp- ihe I^nicUt Assistant 
toured for 22 days and visited Madras, Nil gi^r coil, buchiudratiij 
Naltor, and Toduvatti. His work was mainly epigraphical. 

Chithira Tirunal Birth Day Celebrations 

An important occasion in whi<;h the Departinent was able to use- 
Eally participate was in conneetion vvitli the Exhibition got. up at the 
'^rr MtllavUasam High School from llie 27 ih October to tin* 7th 
vember 1932, during the celebration of the Birthday of His Highness 
the M a tiara j a. Tlie display by the Depariineiit of raie L>bjocts of 
archaeological, historical, and artisth* intcrcsi: such as copjan*-plates, 
inscriptions, cfdns, images, weapons, ]MClures, wood sculpture, 
jowiallery, etc*, aroused not only great ciiriosif\, but was also 'widelj 
appreciated. 

Epigraphy 

The bast p:!^ af the y.^ar:.^ work was iu the field of Lp graphy.* 
The text of 43 new iuscriptimis was se uredaud examiued in tlie year

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ijQost of which Ije longing to old Travancore kiuga. The earliest of 
the fltoue inscriptions discovered is dated in KoUam 301 (llSfi a. d)* 
It is engraved on the western base of the Garbhagriha of Dvaraka 
Emperumau temple, Siichindntni, and registers a gift of laud for 
lighting a perpetual lamp in the Dvaraka Emperuman temple, and 
for maintaining a flower garden, by the assembly of Suchlndram 
meeting in Suchlndramudayanayinar temple, when Govindapraflja- 
bhitarur Tirnvadi of Chorumukkil was present. 

Two inscriptions of the Kollara year 404 (1229 A- d.) were 
also found in the same Garbhagriha, They record gifts of land, 
one for offering to the Dvaraka Emperuman by Kanuiui, and the 
other by K63a^^a^ Arahgaii of Pntnmatham. 

The next two inscriptions are dated m Kollam 574 (1399 A. d.), 
and belong to the king Marttaiitja of Jayasimhanad, alias Kavana 
RSiura Marttandii. The first is inscribed on the west wall of the 
Central Sb rine in the V ehkatachalapati temple at Kari^ulndamanga- 
1am. It is incomplete; but refers to the repairs and reconsecrariou 
of the temple of Ten-Tiruvefigada Vinnagar Emperuman wor- 
shipped by the sage Komafia on the bank of PapanaSini, a sacred 
Tirtha in Ten[)orimdaj)arni, ' The land belonging to the temple was 
placed in the hands of a certain Mukundananda Sripada to be used 
for the temple anti the Matha. 

The other one inscril)ed in Grantha Characters and belon^ng 
to the same king ia from the south wall of the Central Shrine of 
the same tenrple. It records that the sage Mukundananda repaired 
the temple of the God Vedkatachnlapati and reconsecrated the image 

The sixth one is engraved on the Gopura of the temple of the 
Goddess in the KuhSekluiramudayar temple at Kalladakknrichi- It 
is dated in Kollam 610 (1435 a. u.), and refers to a gift of land for 
lighting perpetual lamps in the temple of Eulafeekaramudayanayinar, 
and mentions the name of the Travancore king Bharatu-Kavapa 
Kama-Marttandau. 

The seventl dated in Kolkm 624 (1449 a. n.) is from the 
south wall of th tpa in front of the Ammanathasv^min temple 

at Sermadevi, and states that five dancing girls were at their re- 
quest appointed aa secotid “ ” to the Nayinar bri KailSsamu- 

dayauayinar by the king Tiriippappur Mattu Tiruvadi, while he was 
staying at VullaukoUi. The TiruppappOr Mutta Tmuvadi mentioned 
here appeiii's to be Vira Kama Martan^ figuring in the Navaikulam 
inscri prion. Next in chronological order are the two bell iuscrip- 
(;ions of tl^c Travancore king Sembaga Aditya Varman in the Nambi 
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temple at Tirukkanafigudi^ They are dated in Kollain 644 (1469 
A. D.), and mention diat Adityiivarma of ViSakham star proOciont 
in all arts gave a bell to the temple of Murari at Tinikkaiiahgudi- 
One of them is in Grautha letters, wliile the other is a translation of 
the same in Tamil verse. 

The tenth inscription dated in Kollam 65S (1478 a. o-) belongs 
to the Travancore king Chempakararaan TiruppappQr Mtlttavar 
(l. B. Vira llama Ramavarman of Tirnppappur), born in Kevati. 
It is from the north wall of the Pnrushottama Perumal temple at 
Ambasamudram, and states tlnit the Mahasabhai of Raja Raja Chit- 
tnrvBdi Maftgakm, 0ravar, Ur,Nagarattar, Kutljiati, Bhatv^, four 
NflduB, and Savanparikalara assembled togetlier and made certain 
arrangements l>e£ore the king's servants for offering and '‘‘‘pujas' to 
Purnshottamanayinar. 

The eleventh inscription is from Triblmvanain engraved on the 
West and South bases of the Central Shiiiie in the Push pa van6§v jura 
temple- It is dated in Kollam 661 (1486 a. i>.>, and records that 
while the king was encamping in the liouse i^E Anantanafayaim 
Bhatta at Tirukkurangudi, a gift of land was made by him to the 
Devakanmikal of Tiruppavanammlfiyanayinar for conducting VTra- 
Kerajan Sandi every day during lihnraui festival. The king refer- 
red to in this is Jayasitnhin Vlrakcrala Varinan II figuring in the 
Quilon Gapapad temple inscription. 

The next one dated in Kollam 670 (1495 a. d.) is inscriljed on 
the west wall of theMau^npa in front of the Bagalikuttar temple at 
Kalladiikurichi, imd registers a gift of land for maintaining tlie ser- 
vice culled Vira Kerulan Sandi ‘‘Puyu” to Agattadi llaiyaii Kattan, 
while die king (Sahkaranarayaiia Vepxnniau Ivouda Sri Bhiltala 
Ylra Ramavarman Jayatuftgauad MCittavar) was encamping at his 
fort residence in Vilankulam. 

The thirteenth inscription belongs to king Udayamarttaueju, 
and states that while the king was encamping at Kalakkadu, he was 
pleased to grant certain lands for offerings and ^^Pnjas" to Udaya- 
marttai^a Viuiiagar Einpmimau. It is engraved on the north wall 
of the central shrine in the Vcnkataclialapati temple at Pallakkal 
and is dated in Kollam 678 (1503 a. d-) 

. The fourteenth record is from the wall of th(? South Varandah 
in the first PrakSra of the Aditya \'aruiieSvara temple at MsLach- 
chaval. Though considered as one, there are two separate records 
with different dates in the same. The earlier one dated in Kollam 
680 (1505 A. D.) refers to the reconstruction of the temple 0£ 
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U^uiyar at §f(vel alias Kaiiaviniya Faniya Chatur-vPdi ^mafiga- 
lain in SeravanniaJfivi and renaming the said vidage as Vira Ke- 
rala-Nallur. The latter one dated both in &ika 1428 and in Kollam 
S91 (1516 A. 11.) states that the king while encamping at Ssval 
commanded certain privileges being eonferred, and also provided 
tiranta of land for daily worship in the temple. The Travancore 
king Aientioned in this epigmph ifi Nayiiiar Jayatuhganattn MiXttii- 
tirnv.id 

The west and the south ba8e.s of the Laksbml Narayaija- 
nerumal temple at Amba,.Siumidram contain inscriptions belonging 
to the Ksllam year (i83 (1508 A. D), one of wliieh mentions 
the name of tlie Travinicore king BliutakuTra Kama, and refers 
to a “Pidipadn'' to set apart some larnks etc, tor ‘Adnkkalaechehivid 
(requirements of the Kitchen) of the king and his son, and to 
construct the *‘Alaya’* of Blmtalavira. The other records the 
errant of Uereditarv service riglins in the temple to the Kuikkohis, 
Villagers and AdavuSaivar by Udaiyan Tyagavinodaljhattan 
unit tar and Nalayirani Ullitlyir of tlie temple of Bhutalavirarama 
PilhiyarkoiL 

d'he next seven inscriptions belong to tlie Travancore king 
Safikaranarayaiia Vepyumankonda Bhutala VTra Udaiya Marttajida- 
varman Siravaymuttavar. The eiirliest of them is dated in Kollam 

691 (1516 A. D.) and registers a gift of laud by the king to 
the Kayinar Sri Kailrisamudayaiiayinar at Raja raja Chiitiirvedi- 
raangaliim, a Braluuadeya in Midlinadn, while he w'as encamping 
at' Ytslakurichi for the contlnct of ‘-Pujas” in “Ardliayaina”. 
It is inscrihed on the non It base of the Maiidapa in front of 
the Central Shrine in th.; Kailasaii.atha temple at BrahmadeSam. 

An inscrijition of tin same king belonging to the Kollam year 

692 (1517 A. D.) and engraved on tlie north wall of the Mandapa in 
front of the KasT5vara shrine at Ambasamndram, state.s that while 
the kintrwas staying in Piitiyavidn at Kalakkarlti, he gave certain 
lands to Daivakarmis in tli ; temple of TirnppotTSvaram (Tdaiyanayi' 
iiilr etc. for daily “Pfijas'’- On the north wall of the same slirine 
dated in Kollam 694 j 151 9 A. D.) is another reeord^ of Udaiya- 
marttanda Varman SiravaimriUavar, registering a gift of land to 
Tiriippotlsvaram Udaiyan ay infu*, Kncbclmvmlniya Mayinar and 
Naylnar Kariyamanikka Alvilr in Vfdakurichi. A record of the 
same king dated in Kollam 698 (1525) is found at Mannarkoil 
einrraved on the north wall of the Mapdapu in front of the Central 
Slndne of the Gopahisvatni temple. It registers a gift of laud as 
Tiruvudaiy attain to Xayiiiar Alagiya Mannaiirir, while the King 
was staying at PntiyavTdu in the Brahmin quarters at I led Vira- 
raarttanda' Chatiirvedimangalam in Kalakkadu alios Sola Kula 
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VallipurriiTi. On the sniUli \v;ill of tlic MoiirLipfi in front iit tlie 
Central Shrine of tin* s;iine teni|)K;. there i.s ;in uiitiiiishetl recoril of 
the yearKoIlnin 699 (lo24 A. D.) that whhc rlio kinpf was 

encitnipin^ at Potiyavldu in Kahikkadu (^Iiola Kulavalltpurain, 

he ordered tiiat Ayyikkudi UJlitlar be the 9tii 'kLidi' of the Nayiiiar 
Alakiyamarinarkoil. 

Two more inscriptions of this king are (oiiini at Aiubfisatnii- 
dram, b(jth being dated in Kollain ?00 ^ lotto A. D-) The tii'st 
IB engraved on the west wall of tlie Katisviira siirine, and slates 
that wile the king was enciiinping at Putiyavidn he gave certain 
lands as DSvadftna to the priests of the tein])ies of the 'fiiaippayiSva- 
ramudayanayinar, Prichaudayaiiayitiar, and KarTyannln'kka Alvar. 
The other is on the north wall of ihe same temple, and records 
that the king hii\ing become Sirov ai unit tavar made a gift of 
three gardens for lighting lamps in the temple mentioned above* 
There is also a record of the Kol lam year Tbl inscribed on the 
South wall of the Mandapa in front of the Visvanatha temple at 
Teukafii mentioning that the king at the request of his son Vira- 
marttfindaii gave certain lands to Alakiyapattar. 

Two iuseriptiona of the Ti-avaneore king Bankarariarayapa 
Ve:orumaiikopda BhutalavTra Udaiyamrirttandavannan dated in 
Kollam 706 (1561 A. D.) and 707 (1562 A. Dj respectively are 
also seen on the south wall of the Mandajia in front of the 
Central shrine in the Kulafiekaramudayar temjde a: Kallada* 
kurichi, both roc*orditig gifts of lands to the tetnjtle of Knla- 
SEfcaramudaiyanayinar. An inscription of the KolJain year 711 
(1556 A. D.) mentions one JayatuiiganattLi Sankara narayana V'e^- 
j^umapkot^dU' Sriltbfltala Vlra Vharmtir alias Jayatunga Naitu 
Mattavar. It is incomplete j ami Is engrav ed on the south wall of 
the MapdtipEi hi front of tlie Central Shrine in the idundiSvara- 
mudayar temple at Manappadaivldn, stating that tlie king 
commanded one Icchuran Ihufaii of Matiapjtadavidu in Sfvala- 
mangalam Kllpidakai be given Sripandarakkapakku. Two other 
inscriptions are dated in tile Ivollam year 710 (1541 A. D.), One 
of these is engraved on the west and south wall of the Venkata- 
chalapati temple at I’allakkal, and mentions the Travancoi’e king 
Siiftkaranilrayai.iavePjLUuankonda BhutalavTra SrJ liama Varma, 
It records a deed of gift of eertain lands for eonduetiiig the daily 
‘PtLja.s’ of Nayiinir UdayamarUanda Vinijagar Einpertmian. The 
other ia inscribed on the sonih wall of the same temple :uid 
states that the king who looked after the SiTkilryam in the temple 
of tldayamarttandaviiu.iagai' J'hnpei'uman in Pdayamarttanda Clia- 
turvedimaAg.dain wrote ami gave a ‘Pidipadu’ deeil to VTrakerlak- 
kutti of iSara&ihganalhlr in Klh cmjianrulu for conducting the 
daily service of Chcmpakaramaii ‘‘Saudi'’. 
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The next two inscriptions also belong to the same king 
Safikaranarayana Vettyuminikopija Bhutalavira Sri Kama Varma of 
JayjLtiiftganadu, They am from Ambasamndram. One is engraved 
on the soutii wall of the KasiSvara shrine and is built in at 
the end. It is dated in Kollara 720 (1545 a. d.), and states 
that some lands were set apart for offerings of SribsUi in the 
temple. The other one is dated in Kollam 721 (1546 a. d,} and 
is inscribed on the south wall of the Maptjapa in front of the 
same shrine. It states that while the king was encamping at 
Chempakaramauallur, he gave “Mathapati Kanakku” to Ananda 
Kactar. a teacher in Kavirnmatha at Tirunelveli in Krjvdmlia- 
nadu. 

An inscription of the same king dated in Kollam 722 (1547- 
A. D.) at Tenkasi is engraved on the south wall of the Ma^ujapa 
in front of the Visvimatha Svami temple. It records a gift of 
land by the king to God Visvanatha for conducting the service 
Chempakaraman Sandi while he was staying at Ervadi. 

The next three inscriptions are also dated in Kollam 722 
(1547 A. D ), One of them is inscrilied on the east wall of the 
Prakdra of tile Vefikatachalapari temple at Kari§uindamari- 
gahim. It mentions Kama Viuma Tiruvadi PandS-ram of Jaya&iA- 
ganad, and states that SihgarSyan, the Stanapati of Maham'indal&- 
&variL Kama Raja Chinua Timmayadeva Maharaja worshipped 
the God Ten Tiruvenkutamudayauayinar for the welfare of his 
father, mother, king and Govinda NSyak, LUid gave to the God 
some lands and the taxes from Kulalekliaramahgalam which he had 
obtained as a gift from Rama- Varma Tiruvadi Pandaram of Jaya- 
^ihganad. The second is engraved on the east wall of the Matjd^pa 
in front of the Gomati Amman shrine in the temple of Pudar- 
gune&vant at Tiruppudaiuarudtir, and mentions SSnkara Narayaija 
^e^j^urnapkonda Bhutiila Vlra Siravai Udaya Martt^pdavarmiui 
biravai Muttavar. It states that while the king was encamping 
at Kunrattur, he ordered that Peruman PerumSn of Muljinadu 
lie given Srlpandarakapakku in the temple of Narumpuhkoipda- 
aruliya Nayinar. The last one refers to a deed of sale of Land by the 
same Travancore king to Srlnian Maha MapiJalgSvara Kanki Raja 
Cliinna iinmayyadeva Maharaja, It is inscribed on the main 
Gopura of the Adinatha temple at Alvar Tirunagari. An in- 
scription on the north-east wall of the mapdiipa in front of the 
Central Shrine in the Kailasanatha temple at BramadeSam dated 
Saka 1472 refers to a gift of land by Kamappa Nsyaka, son of 
Goulavasava Nayaka to Nayinar Srlkailasamudaiyanayinar in 
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Eflja Raja Chaturvcdimafigalam, a iJrahmadeSa ia Mu|linadii for 
the merit of ^dttalesvani Maharaja in addition to die gift of the 
Mattatiruvadi of ^iravai in Kolhira 723 Avsmi. 

' The next record is dated in the Koliam year 819 (1744 A, D.); 
and is engraved on a standing stone pnt up at the old market 
at Todavafti" Though damaged to some extent, it mentions 
Eavivarman Siravai Muttavar. It states that when the king was 
encamping at Kalkulain, he ordered that oifenders he punished as 
in the reign of his unde KiilltSekaPaptii'umal. 

An insGription of ICulasaftaraperiunal engraved on a slab set 
up in the Alagiid Perumal templa at Gudalur is dated in Koliam 
841, It registera a gift of certain land by the king for cou- 
duetfng “P«ya/’ in tlie temple of Manga Udevi Amtnaii, Alakar, 
efie, Qi the rest, one is a record of a king of Jayasihganad and 
is dated S-h® Ani. It is inBcribad on the wall of the soutli 
varandha in the first “prakara” of the Appaii temple at Serina- 
devi, and registers a gift of held to thq Srivaislinavas hi the 
Appan temple for conductirfg Havivarman Saudi; and another 
girt to chose who recite fon? and read }^urand.^. A damaged 

insaription hi the same place mentions Ravikulaaekara in an 
eulogistic poem. It La engraved op the east wall of the aecond 
‘‘prakam" of the BhaktavalaaLa temple. 

One Ravi Varman of Ve^adu figures in a rock inseription 
at Pachcliarkulam in Kil JmVjflr, while a Virakeraja KulaSekara 
is mentioned in an iuscriptiou-on tha south wall of the Siva temple 
OR the l»nk of the TS’mpFappmi river in the village of Suttamalli 
n^Bt-eriog a gift of kqd to thq Bhatt^s of (Jdayamarttanda Chatur- 
Viitlimarigalani . An undated record inscribed on the western 
pr|k5r» tl»q V'abamppufa) of tbe Sthanunathasvami temple 

at Snchindrain was copied in the year ; and though damaged, it seems 
to r^er to certain gifts of land. 

Namlaqiatlci. 

A colleetjon of old copper coins ^helonging to different dynasties 
of South India was presented to me tiy a friend Mr. Visvauathan 
Assistant Engineer, General Electric Company, Calcutta. A con- 
siderable part of my time in the year was devoted to their exa- 
mination and study.

It is 
intended for the use of those engaged in deciphering old 
records, aiid has been commended highly by the Dewan, on 
whose orders it was subsequently Bent to the Archaeological section 
of the Government museum. 

Conservation. 

The ancient Siva temple at Alur being in ruins was recommend- 
ed for restoration with out any obliteration ot its antique grace 
and architectural charm, the sight of a religious edifice however 
small contributing as Kuskin says to the ‘‘mental health, power and 
pleasure of man.’’ Government have been pleased to accept my 
proposal, and to sanctioji Ks. 500 for its renovation.
